We hear to-day of incipient Rebolllon on 


the North River, as the consequence of the 
floods of last Bummer, some thousands 
having. banded. themselves’ togather in the 


'Tsing-yuen district arid marched tnto the 


district of Fat-Kong,—where, it is sald, the 
Magistrate was killed. | Rumors are rather 
beriously disquloting. thence, belng to the 
effect that great numbers of the people are 
on the brink of starvation and that a 
general civil commotion fs imminent. Tho 
authorities hero have sent about 2,000 
Tungkoon braves, it is sald, to the scene of 
the ontbreak; but that force would seom 
inadequate for the emergency : and it is 
obvious that efficiently-healing messures on 
the. part of Government must: combine 
measured rellef of want with the exeroiss 
‘of power. Already we hear of @ great 
influx of beggars at Fat-shan, and it is 
apprehended that thousands may find their 
way hore, if food is not supplied to them at 
their homes in the districts where dearth 
prevails. ; 
Remittances have already been made to 
the North by tho local Famino-reliet Com- 
mittee; but in view-of this fresh emergency 
at our.own doors, they may consider that 
the remainder of the contributions should 
be locally applied more direotly under their 
own supervision, rather than form a part 
of-those destined for wider distribution at 
the North ; to. which point the general. be- 
nevolence of the public of various countries 
is directed.

INQUEST. 
POISONING STRANGE CASE. 

Tho adjourned inquest on the bodies of 
Wong Amui, e girl ; Chun Angan, a woman; 
Leong Awah and Wong Asam, male adults, 
who died on board the steamer Deucalion 
during the voyage from Singspore to Hong- 
kong, on the 21st Maroh, as is supposed from 
poison, was resumed this afternoon (28th) 
by Mr'€,-V. Creagh, Coroner, with Messrs 
A.J. Gordon, N, J, Gomtes, and T. L, W. 
Ginger. as a Jurv. oa 

’ Dr. Thomas Pott, ‘surgeon, was called :—I 
am a dootor of medicine, and now in medical 
charge of the Deucalion, On the 21st Mar., 
it was reported to me that several of tho 
third clase Chinese passengers were taken ill 
shortly after taking their. evening meal. I 
wont at once to examine, and found almost 
all the Chineso passengers had been vomit- 
ing, and the floor was full of vomitted food. 
I suspected something was wrong and or- 
dered plenty of warm water to be given to 
them to encourage sickness in order to empty 
the etomach. {then gave thom some medi- 
cine to relieve the retching. The cook told 
mo that some. bad men forward had put 
something into their soup. “He did not 
montion any names. I knew it was poison 
of some sort that the passengers had taken, 
but they did not exhibit any symptoms of 
any particular poison, Bad food might pro- 
duce symptoms like what I saw with these 
mon. - Most of the men became better to- 
wards the evening, but some of them con- 
tinued to be bad. Tho next morning I 
visited them again. I found the girk Wong 
Amui was dead; I went in consequence of 
the report of her death. There were four of 
them who continued to.suffer much from cold- 
ness of surface, I gave them bismuth and 
a preparation of opium to allay the severe 
pain. The women, Ohun Angan, was the 
next one who died; she died on the day fol- 
lowing. Leong Awah. and Wong Asam 
were.very ill then, most of the others re- 
covering. - They died on the 26th. On-the 
22nd, the cock shewed me a basin of soup, 
at the bottom of which I saw a whiti 
sediment; he suggested that somebody had 
putitin. I could not understand bim very 
easily, The'next day he again shewed me 
the basin, and 1 put somo of the sediment 
into a-bottle. pag ently the 2nd Officer 

ave me'one packet of powder; he eaid he

‘When on 
board thé Police chop, I’ saw the 3rd man 
searched, and.a number of gold ‘coins were 
found concealed on his person, I heard Ya 
Aytin say to one. of-the passengers that 
there were some more to be found on board 
the steamer.- The Police then took him

All who took their meal with us that 
evening were taken ill exoept eight, but 
they did not take the soup as they were sea-. 
sick. The deceased were all in good health 
before taking their evening meal on the 21st, 
The symptoms I. felt after vomitting . were 
weakness in the knee joints, pain in the 
shoulder boues, violent pain in the stomach, 
heaviness of ‘the head, contracting pain 
about the heart and great thirst. The more 
water I drank, the more I pérspired, and I 
felt very: cold, I om sure the soup from 
which 1 took the sediment was.the same one 
used the evening before. The galley is an 
open place, not enclosed in any way, 80 that 
any one there can be seen from all sides. It 
is not a galley but a cooking range. 

George Robert Gorham, seoond officer of 
the Deucalion, was next examined :—On the 
22nd inst. I saw a souffle between the head 
Chinese cook and the 1st man in Court. I 
asked the cook what was the matter, and he 
said he found the man poisoning the soup. 
I took the man to the Captain, who ordered 
him to be put in irons. i did ao, and a few 
minutes aiterwards the Captain told me to 
search his person and his baggage. I found 
on bis person 2 ameall purse, in which there 
was some powder} I packed it into a piece 
of paper and gave it tothe Captain. I then 
searched & box and found a packet of pov- 
der, similar to that found in the man’s 
Sacre The powder waa then handed to the 

lootor by me by order of the Captain. A 
Seer ear wos told off to see that the 

loctor’s orders wore carried out during the 
night in regard to the treatment-of the sik 
passenger. . ;

. THE FAMINE IN THE NORTH. 

‘The-following are oxtracta from & long 
account:.of expetiences ‘in regard to the 
famine in the North, weltten by tho Rev. 
Timothy Richard from Tai-yuen-fu, under 
date of the 14th Feb., to the Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Obing Famine Relief Fund :-~ 


My Dear S1z,—In former letters [ gave 
@ general acount of the famine in this 
province, taken from official records, and 
a'so:some particulars of the state of suffer- 
ing in ond around the provincial capital 
from personal observatton. - It is my. in- 
tention now to give some particulara con- 
cerning tho central and southern part.of 
the province. . But the regton is so exten- 
sive to travel over, and the time so brief 
for inquiry, that the account must necos- 
sarily be very incomplete; yet I have seen 
and heard enough. It is said that fami- 
Marity with suffering makes one less Hable 
+o be affected by it, Familiar as many 
kiods of famine sufferfug have been to me 
for the last two years, this Iast journo; 
southwards made mo-so-sick at heart that 
-wishou I could revurn with my eyes closed 
and ears stopped.: To see and hear was 
painfulin theextreme, I cannot write all. 
Some thingsare too horrible to be described 
except in general terms. But to begin :— 

‘Jan, 28,—Stopped at an inn 30 1 south, 
A little before starting, I saw in a streot of 
Tal-ynen-fu a man lying on the road, about 
to dieof starvation. Carts were blocked up 
‘and had to go round by another way. 

Jan. 29, 140 4 S.—There was a fall of an 
inch snow in the night, Saw four dead on 
the road, and one unable to walk moving 
about on bis hands and knees. One of the 
dead was a boy of about ten yeara old, 
oarrled by .his mother on her shoulder, 
She was the only bearer, priest and mourner. 
She laid him on the snow outside the city 
wall, and the last sight I got of them was, 
she standing at some distance off on the 
one aide, and a dog watching at some dis- 
tance on the other ! . 

Jan, 30th, 270 16 8,—Saw two dead, one 
apparently only just: dead, and dressed in 
good-clothes, “He could not be a poor man, 
Afow [i farther on saw‘one walking Iike 
@ drunken man. After passing him, I 
stopped and told my servant to get some 
cash ont togive him. It blew a little wind, 
and whilst we were gotting the cash, a puff 
& little stronger than the rest made tim 
fall. To give him money there was use- 
less, and we could not stay : 

Jan, 81, 310 6 8.—To-day saw: fourteen 
dead on the roadside. A stooking was all 
the clothes cne had on, and so light was 
the corpse that a middie-sized dog dragged 
it about.. Two of the dead were women. 
They had recelved a burlal, but it consisted 
in nothing more moving them from 
the road and placing them wit 
downwards—that was all, Want or cuptdit; 
of the poet had dealt kindlier wi 
one than the other, for they had not taken 
her clothes. A third was a feast to a score 
of crows and magpies, One man had snow 
over. him and was untouched, a proof that 
he had been there for three days at’ least, 
and that no dogs or wolven could be near. 
Whilst the road was thus strewn with the 
dead, there were plonty of pheasants fat 
enough close by and a fox-and a rabbit on 
the hill opposite where the poor women 
had fallen, and whilst duoke in the river 
eppoared none the worse for the famine, 
Another paicfal contrast forced itself onme 
that day. A lot of magpies were making 
an unuenal din, and some were ploking up 


feathers. When I came up to them one of: 


thelr numberwas dead. .But how many 
dead mon snd women have I seen on the 


rosd. without: dny weepiag, except the |. 


mother over ber child. Yet what most 
affeoted me that day was what an old man
